Views of Representative Loud. 


Representative Loud regards some of the 
arguments advanced to show that excessive 
amounts are paid for carrying the mails as 
fallacious, 

“ Regarding the charge for hauling the 
postal cars,” he said, there is no basis for 
a comparison, I believe, except between 
these and Pullman sleeping cars on return 
from some point of temporary congestion 
such as Chattanooga, Tenn., during the 
mobilization of troops. I understand the 
railways charge for hauling these empty 
cars 10 cents a mile, which is nearly double 
what the Postoffice department pays. The 
cars are about the same size and weight. 

It must also be remembered that all rail- 
way mail clerks and postoffice inspectors 
and superintendents are carried free. If 
they paid passage at two cents a mile the 
amount would be nearly $4,000,000 a year. 


The postai cars are government postoffices. 


Chicago and New York would require post- 
offices twice as large as at present, and the 
Gelays would be vexatious if railway mail 
distribution were abolished. 

When arguing from the fact that rates 
for other commodities have been greatly re- 
duced one should remember that the scale, 
which ap to have been framed with 
wonderful care, is itself reductive. Every 
additional ton bringe down the average rate 
of compensation per ton per mile. The Sec- 
ond Assistant Postmaster General has pre- 
pared a table which shows how this has 
operated. 

He compared the cost per ton per mile 
per annum on forty different routes, and 
there isa reduction shown, brought 
about by the application of the scale to the 
increasi volume of mail, matter. It is 
possible that our investigation may show 
that this scale might be amended with ad- 
vantage so as still further to reduce he 
compensation paid for through traffic with- 
out injury to the lines which receive mini- 
mum compensation. However, the ten-

“I wish to call attention to one state- 
ment commonly made, that the average 
charge for transporting mail matter by rail- 
way is eight cents a pound. This is not 
true. The average cost of mail 
tation is eight cents a pound, but this in- 
cludes the star routes, messenger service 
to meet postoffices more than a quarter of 
a mile from the railway stations, steam- 
boat and steamship transportation charges. 


The railway charge is about 4% cents. Rail-. 


roads must deliver mails to postoffices 
within a quarter of a mile. This alone 
often costs more than the government pays 
the road. ; 
Moreover, the roads are required to fur- 
nish the government with a place for the 
safekeeping of mails waiting for their con- 
nections. In St. Louls space worth $60,000 
ea year is furnished the government free. 
Then the roads have to maintain ‘ catchers’ 
for the pouch mail service, which is no in- 
considerable item. 
“Even if the railway charges are re- 
duced that will be no reason why the in- 
justice of carrying circulating libraries and 
advertising mediums free of cost should re- 
main. There is a grave question as to 
whether the users of first-class mails are 
not entitled either to reduced postage or to 
more service for their money.’

In a few cases it appears that advances 
have even been made to others than em- 
ployés. I have directed the State Treasurer 
to call in all th advances within a - 
sonable time. have no doubt that

“So far as I have been able to ascertain, 
there is not involved any loss to the State, 
nor is the honesty of the officials 
brought into question. 

“I make this statement at the present 
time because of the injustice which might 
be done by the circulation of unfounded and 
false rumors.

AFPAIRS, Executive until Congress 
“has received the report of 
the commission appointed to devise a form 
of government for the islands and put it in 
the form of a statute. This does not mean, 
however, that Mr. Dole will continue to ad- 
minister affairs as President of Hawail, but 
that he will act as representative of the 
President of the United States. The joint 
resolution for the annexation of the islands 
provides that until Congress shall pro- 
vide for the government of such islands all 
the civil, judicial, and military powers ex- 
ercised by the officers of the existing gov-~- 
ernment shall be vested in such person or 
persons and shall be exercised in such man- 
ner as the President of the United. States 
shall direct.” President McKinley has un- 
doubtedly requested Mr. Dole to continue 
to exercise the civil’ powers whith have 
been vested in him as President of Hawali 
until Congress has created a new fofm of 
government for the islands. That is the 
wisest course to pursue. All the local laws 
of Hawali remain in force until repealed or 
modified by Congress. No person sent to 
Hawaii from the United States could ad- 
minister those laws as successfully as Mr. 
Therefore his services should be re- 
tained and those of other officers of the 
old government. It will be some time be- 
fore there will be any offices in Hawaii for 
American politicians to fight over. 


CURZON TO RULE INDIA. 
Americans, and especially Chicagoans, 
feel a deep and pleased interest in the ap- 
pointment of the Hon. George Nathaniel 

Curzon to be Governor General of India. 
The fact that Mr. Curzon’s companion on 
the throne of the Great Moguls at Simla 
will be the daughter of L. Z. Leiter of Chi- 
cago, the first American woman to become 
Vicereine and chief lady of India, naturally 
gives a peculiar local interest to the appoint- 
‘ment. Such interest ie further warranted 
by the fact that Mrs. Ourzon’s American 
birth and brilliant social qualities are be- 
lieved to have had almost as much to do 
with securing the appointment as her hus- 
band’s eminent qualifications for the exalt- 

office in question. 4 
e position of Governor General of 

India, or Viceroy, as it is commonly though 
not officially called, is the most imposing 
appointment in the gift of Queen Victoria 
and her Ministers. The salary of the posi- 
tion is 250,800 rupees a year and the usual 
term of incumbency is five years, The im- 
portance of the place lies not so much in 
its salary—though this is much larger than 
that of the Premier himself—as in the enor- 
mous power and the regal splendor that go 
with it. The Viceroy is practically the arbi- 
ter of life and death over 300,000,000 peo- 
ple, and his wife is the arbiter of social 
usages and fashions to the same degree and 
extent. The Governor General of India 
rules with the assistance of a council of 
five or six members, and he and his council 
are under the direction of the imperial gov- 

{ ernment at London, through the medium of 
a Secretary of State for India and a council 
of ten. Lord George Hamilton is the Sec- 
retary of State for India under the Salis- 
bury ministry. 

The chief residence of the Viceregal gov- 
ernment of India is at Simla, a place whose 
splendors and vagaries have been made 
| known in late years through Kipling’s sto- 
ries and through those of Mrs. Steele and 
Mrs. Cotes, There are, however, other 
centers where the Viceroy and his lady 
spend a portion of their time, notably in 
Calcutta, Bombay, and Madras. In each 
of these places the pomp and splendor tur- 
rounding the chief executive of India far 
surpass anything in Europe, this being con- 
sidered necessary in order to preserve the 
respect of the natives. 

The Governor General's council is invest- 
ed with power to make laws for all per- 
sons, whether British or native, foreign or 
others, within the districts directly under 
the dominion of Empress Victoria, and for 
all British subjects within the dominions of 
the numerous Indian Princes who acknowl- 
edge the British protectorate.

Though Cervera was bottled, tt was feared 
that 4 storm might scatter the blockading 
“fleet and give him a chance to escape from 
his harbor prison. Accordingly it was con-

The force of 
the current prevented success, as was shown 
by the passage of the Spanish fleet around 
its hulk at a later day, but failure did not 
detract from the bravery of the exploit. 
Hobson fired the torpedos which blew out 
the bottom of the ship, and, with his crew, 
took to a boat, surrendering in an hour to 
the Spanish Admiral, who complimented 
him for his bravery, and sent a message to 
: — telling of his safety and that of his 

en. 


Marines Land at Guantanamo. 


The order was given June 8 to prepare a 
landing place for the army of invasion, and 
on June 10 Colonel Huntington, with a force 
of marines landed at Guantanamo, estab- 
Camp McCalla, and for five days 
fought a body of Spaniards superior in num- 
bers and protected by impenetrable brush. 
The Spaniards ‘were repulsed in every at- 
tack, but the marines lost several men. 

The fleet, with the aid of the marines, de- 

molished Fort Caimanera and captured Ba- 
quirt,. which was to be the landing place for 
General Shafter’s army, which left Tampa 
in transports on June 14. 
1 . Shafter appeared off Baquiri on June 22 
and two days were occupied in landing. 
Juragua was captured on June 24, and the 
advance toward Santiago began. The Span- 
ish resisted, and Roosevelt's Rough Riders 
and the Tenth United States Cavalry, in the 
van of the American army, found them- 
selves engaged with a superior body of Span- 
fards. The enemy were driven back by the 
furious charge of the Americans, but the 
loss was heavy, the test of any of the 
conflicts of the war up to that time. Thir- 
teen were killed and sixty wounded. 

Sevilla was occupied on June 26, and on the 
last day of June 13,000 American troops were 
before Santiago, 5,000 more on their way 
from the coast, with 3,000 Cubans near at 


Assault on Santiago. 


The general assault began on July 1, Bl 
Caney being captured at severe cost. The 
Spaniards retired from their trenches be- 
fore the American advance, but the last of 
the outworks were not in the possession of 
the American army until the evening of 
July 2, while on one side the heights of San 
Juan were still untaken. p 

General Lawton's division assaulted San 
Juan on July 3 and carried the heights in 
the greatest charge of a great battle. San- 
tlago was surrounded and General Shafter 
demanded its surrender. The American loss 
in the three days’ battle was 281 killed, 
| 1,283 wounded, and eighty-one missing. 

Convinced that the city must fall, the 
Madrid authorities, who were in cable com- 
| munication with Santiago throughout the | 
battle, ordered Admiral Cervera on July 2 
+ to make a dash from the harbor. He car- 
ried out his instructions on the morning of 
July 8, and two hours after the Maria Teresa 
led the way past the sunken Merrimac his 
vessels were hulks, lying at intervals along 
the beach for fifty miles. 

Admiral Sampson with the New York had 
gone to consult with General Shafter when’ 
the Spanish. ships were seen coming from 
the harbor, but Commodore Schley, with the 
- Brooklyn, Oregon, Iowa, Texas, Indiana, 
and Gloucester, were more than a match 
‘for the Maria Teresa, Cristobal Colon, 
Oquendo, Vizcaya, and the destroyers Plu- 
ton and Terror. The Colon made the long- 
est run, but was overhauled by the Brook- 
lyn and the Oregon. One American sailor 
on the Brooklyn was killed, while of the 
Spanish 600 were killed and 1,100 taken pris- 
oners, including Admiral Cervera. 


The bombardment of Santiago was begun, 
and on July 14 General Toral, recognizing 
the hopelessness of further resistance, sur- 
rendered the entire province and all its gar- 
risons of 25,000 soldiers, the United States 
agreeing to send them back to Spain. 
General Miles, who arrived in mo 
before the surrender, prepared immediately 
to lead an army against Porto Rico. It 
landed near Ponce on July 25, the day that 
the rumor went abroad that Spain was 
ready to cry enough. General Merritt 
reached Manila on that day also. The land- 
ing in Porto Rico was without loss and 
with no engagement other than a skirmish 
at Guanica, ending in the hoisting of the 
American flag over the town. . 
Spain made its direct appeal for peace 
through Ambassador Cambon on July 26, but | 
suggested no terms. On July 27 the public 
learned of the outbreak of yellow fever in 
the camp before Santiago, and on that day 
Ponce surrendered to General Miles. Presi- 
dent McKinley sent terms of peace to Spain 
on July 29. 
The sécond battle of Manila was fought 
on July 81, on a Sunday, as was first, 
It was a land attack under cover of dark- 
‘ness by the Spaniards, and its purpose was 
to turn the American flank and drive the 
Americans into the sea.

General Shafter, according to the report 
which spread rapidly and was at first ac- 
cepted as authentic, had been given the same 
instructions with orders to notify Captain 
General Blanco at Havana of the fact that 
an armistice had been declared and that 
further hostilities on his part would be a 
violation of the rules of civilized warfare. 

Secretary Alger was much annoyed over 
these rumors and expressed himself in 
rather emphatic language when interviewed 
by Tur Tsun representative. It would 
be queer warfare,” said the Secretary, to 
declare an armistice or put a stop to hos- 
tilities before an agreement to do so has 
been actually entered into by the parties 
to the war.

At the 
end of the fiscal year there were 976,014 pen- 
sioners on the rolls, which is an increase of 
7,000 over last year, while for the year end- 
ing June 30, 1897, there was a total increase 
ot only 5.000 over the previous year. Dis- 
bursements increased $5,000,000 for the year 
just ended, and the fiscal year ending June 
80, 1897, showed only an increase of §1,150,- 
000 over the previous year. The total dis- 
bursements for the year just ended were 
$145,000, 000, 

Fifty-two thousand new claims were al- 
lowed last year, but on account of deaths. 
attainment of majority by minors, widows 
marrying, andfraudulent claims cut off, the 
total increase was only 17,000. There are 
now 663,000 claims pending, which is equal 
to two-thirds of the present pension list. 
Special effort will be made to adjudicate 
them, and little, if any, additional legistation 
will be recommended by the commissioner.

BOOKSELLER BEALL IS DEAD. 


His Store a Favorite Resort of States- 
men and Scholars of the 
Capital. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 11.—Robert Beall, 
a bookseller, known to nearly all public men 
and scholars who have lived in Washington, 
al here today aged 61 years, 


Robert Beall came of the old Maryland 
family of that name, and was born sixty-one 
years ago. In his early Fouth he entered the 
employment of Frank Taylor, the bookseller, 
whose establishment occupied the building 
on the north side of Pennsylvania avenue, 
between Four and a Half and Sixth streets. 
This book store was for many years the con- 
verging place for statesmen, pundits, schol 
ars, and men of brain and purpose generally. 

When Mr. Taylor retired from busingss 
Mr. Beall opened a book store a few doors 
west on the avenue under the National Ho- 
tel. Thie store succeeded the old original 
establishment as the attraction for publie 
men, Tle rarest volumes, es well as the 
newest and most valuable ones, could be 
found upon its shelves, and the visitors com- 
prised men already engaged in making his- 
tory, and many who had already found 
their places in it.

Peace Commissioners Must Be 


Empowered by Spanish 
Enactment. 


WARNING OF AN EX-ATTACRE 


[BY AN KX Arran. 

New York, Aug. 11.—[Special. ]—The United 
States cannot be ere cnough in insisting 
that the Spanish Plenipotentiary delegated 
by the Madrid government to negotiate peace 
with this country should be legally empow- 
ered to treat by a vote of the Cortes, in ac- 
cordance with article 55 of the Spanish con- 
stitution. 

The leading authorities on international 
law are all united in declaring that “ if the 
power of a sovereign or of a government is 
Hmited by a ground lew, written or unwrit-* 
ten, a treaty cannot override that constitu- 
tion. No one can lawfully exercise power 
which does not of right belong to him. Thus 
under the constitutional forms, where the 
treaty making power is placed in particular 
hands, no others can exercise it, and where 
it is limited in extent it cannot be lawfully 
exercised beyond that limitation.” 

Another universally accepted doctrine of 
international law declares that “a treaty 
in which one of the treaty making powers 
unconstitutionally and unlawfully sacrifices 
the interests of the nation which it repre- 
sents has no binding force.” And again: 
A treaty can never bind either the one or 
the other of its parties to perpetrate an act 
contrary to the law of the land.“ 

Were Spanish law merely to require sub- 

sequent legislative ratification of the treaty 
of peace the matter would not be of so much 
importance. For it has been decided by the 
acknowledged authorities of international 
law that providing the Plenipotentiaries 
have not exceeded their powers, and have 
conformed to their instructions, the treaty 
is binding’ whether or not it is afterwards 
ratified either by Executive or by Legis- 
lat ure.“ 
But, as stated above, the Spanish constitu- 
tion insists that Spanish Plenipotentiaries 
“cannot treat for the surrender of any 
Spanish territory without previous legis- 
lative sanction by a vote of the Cortes.“ 


adversaries of the present government of 
Spain to repudiate the negotiations in con- 
nection with the treaty on the ground of its 
iMegality cannot affect to any extent the 
ultimate outcome of the present war. But 
it may give rise to tiresome delays and to 
difficulties of a vexatious and even costiy 
nature, leading possibly to an attempt at 
foreign intervention or to a demand for ar- 
bitration; all of which can be averted if 
President MoKinley insists on the Spanish 


Spain. 
The United States should insist on the 
English language being used in the drawing 
up of the treaty of peace. There is no fixed 
rule in the matter, and the choice of Paris 
as the place where the negotiations are to 
be carried on would seem to indicate that 
French, as the ordinary diplomatic lan- 
guage, might be used. The French lan- 
guage, however, offers so much opportunity 
for double meaning and misinterpretation 
that the English tongue sheuld be insisted 
upon, and that the English copy and not 
the French translation thereof should be ro- 
garded as binding in the event of any dis- 
pute. 

Protocols in themselves are not binding, 
and it is within the power of either the 
United States or of Spain to withdraw from 
the protocol which is now about to be signed 
at Washington by Secretary of State Day 
and by French Ambassador Cambon in be- 
half of Spain. The word protocol,“ con- 
cerning which much apprehension prevalis, 
is of By¢antine origin, and was at first ap- 
plied to the outer sheet of a roll of manu- 
script bearing the writer's name, the date of 
the instrument, and fhe title of the ministry 
from whose office it was issued. As a diplo- 
matic term it is nowadays applied to the 
rough draft of a public act, to the minutes 
of the proceedings of a conference, om to the 
preliminary dreft of an international agree- 
ment or treaty which is to serve for a basis 


of subsequent negotiation.

PREVENT WAR. 


Italy Grants a Respite of Five to 
Eight in the Payment of 
the Cerruti Claims of Colombia 
No Further Trouble Is Expected. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 11.—[Special.}— 
‘While engaged in war with another nation 
the United States government has tempora- 
rily, at least, prevented hostilities between 
Italy and Colombia. 

Italy demanded of Colombia the immediate 
payment of the Cerruti claims, amounting to 
$300,000, and sent a fleet to bombard Carta- 
gena unless the amount was promptly forth- 
coming, and Colombia appealed to the United 
States government to intercede in its behalf. 

The good offices of this government were 
used end representations made to Italy and 
the Secretary of State requested the Italian 
government to grant the South American 
government a respite. Today the Italian 
Ambassador, Baron Fava, called at the State 
department and informed Secretary Day 
that his government had signified its will- 
ingness to wait from five to eight months in 
which Colombia shall settle all claims which 
are submitted by Cerruti's creditors and are 
duly proved, 

The South American republic was this 
afternoon informed of the concession which 
was granted by the Italian government, and 
at the same time notified that an immediate 
answer must be made, and it must be an out 
and out acceptance or rejection. If the 
terms of the Italian government are not ac- 
cepted a demonstration will be made against 
Cartagena. Advices from Bogota say the 
Colombian Senate has passed a bill authoriz- 
ing the Chief Executive to pay all demands 
made upon it by Italy arising from these 
claima, 


NEW BEET SUGAR FACTORY. 


Half-Million Dollar Plant at Bing- 
hamton, N. Y.—Profits to 
Farmers. ‘ 


Binghamton, N. Y¥.—[Corespondence of 
the Country Gentleman.]—The factory of 
the Binghamton Beet Sugar company is lo- 


coated at what is now known as Sugar Sta- 


tion, three miles éast of the center of Bing- 
hamton. 

The buildings, which are nearing comple- 
tion, present a fine appearance and are built 
substantially, all of brick, with slate roofs. 
The machinery, the larger part of which was 
purchased in France, is being rapidly placed 
in position. The company is. incorporated, 
with a paid up capital of $440,000, and the 
enterprise will unquestionably be a success. 
It is expected that the factory will have at 
least 20,000 tons of beets to work up this 
season, and they will give employment to 
about 100 hands, besides those required for 
unloeding the beets from cars. The best 
technical skill will be employed to direct the 
operations of the factory, and the aim will 
be to have the sugar made of the finest 
quality. 

The plant will be run during the season day 
and night, with a capacity of from 250 to 300 
tons of beets, or 25 to 30 tons of refined sugar 
per day of twenty-four hours. This is twice 
the capacity of the only other sugar factory 
in the State, the one at Rome which was 
built last year. Mr. Van Nieuwenhuyese, 
formerly of Belgium, who put up the Rome 
factory and it so successfully last. 
year, has entire charge of the construction 
here, and will superintend the running of the 
factory this season. 

‘The farmers in this section are raising over 
2,000 acres of beets this summer, nearly all 
of which are in fine growing condition at 
this time, July 25, having been cultivated, 
thinned, and kept free from weeds. The con- 
tracts run all the way from fifty acres toan 
acre, but as the number of farmers is about 
1.100 the average shows nearly two acres 
for each, although there are a great many 
raising one acre this year to try the crop 
and learn more about it before going into ft, 
extensively. The seed was tmported from 
France and Germany by the company, and is 
of two varieties, the Vilmorin and the Klein- 
wanzelgener. both being white varieties. 

Considerable importance is attached to the 
feeding of the pulp or residue left at the 
factory after extracting the sugar. It has 
been shown that it is a most valuable food 
for both dairy and beef cattle, also for sheep. 
They are fond of ft, and cattle will eat 100 
pounds each per day if they get it. 

The success of the sugar enterprise rests as 
largely with the farmers as with the manu- 
facturers, but the farmers in this region are 
prompt in making contracts to furnish the 
beets. The company fully realizes the Im- 
portance of cooperation of the farmer 
and will spare no pains to make this one of 
the most remunerative crops he can raise. 

While some of the farmers are enthusiastic 
over the business, most of them do not ex- 
pect to get rich out of it, but think beets 
will be a good paying crop and one for 
which they are certain of a cash market, 
which is one great advantage. There seems 
to be a difference of opinion in regard to the 
fertility the beets will take from the soil, 
but the more advanced farmers believe that 
the deep plowing and intense cultivation 
necessary for this crop are beneficial to the 
land. When the entire crop is removed 
from the field, there is no doubt but what 
it is exhausting, and a liberal quantity of 
plant food must be added to keep up the 
fertility of the soil. The leaves and crowns 
contain a larger per cent of fertilizing ma- 
terial than do the beets, and if these are 


left on the land or fed to live stock and the 


manure returned to the soil, and the beet 
pulp is obtained from the factory and also 
used for cattle, it is said there is no loss of 
fertilizing material from the soll. Sugar 
consists of carbon, oxygen, and hydrogen, 
which are all taken from the air and water, 
but contains no nitrogen, potash, or phos- 
phoyic acid, the three elements of fertility. 
Som? think that where everything but the 
sugar is returned to the soll beets raised 
once in three or four years in rotation with 
other crops are a benefit to the land. In 
France, where the beet industry has been 
established for years, it is asserted to have 
improved the condition of the soil where 
treated in this way. 

Beets require good land—that is, a deep, 
mellow, fertile soil; but the fertiliser used 
should not contain too much nitrogen, or 
the quality of the beets will not be satisfac- 
tory. The sugar company brought last 
spring, in hundred ton lots, a fertilizer com- 
posed of nitrate of soda, boneblack, and sul- 
phate of potash, which, analyzed, contains 
4.25 per cent nitrogen to 8.50 per cent. 

The one important question to the read- 
ers of the Country Gentleman is the cost 
of raising an acre of beets. Many of the 
growers for the Binghamton factory are 
keeping an accurate acount with their 
beet fields, charging up seed and fertilizer, 
and all labor of team, men, and boys in 
preparing the ground and cultivating, thin- 
ning, and caring for the crop. Most of the 
pieces are now laid by, all the work except 
harvesting, topping, and delivering to fac- 
tory or cars having been done. Many report 
the expense to the present time, as stated 
above, at less than §20 per acre, and there 
are none where accurate accounts have been 
kept who report this cost at over §28 per 
acre. If at harvest time the yield is as much 
as anticipated, twelve to fifteen tons per 
acre, the crop will prove a remunerative one 
to a large majority of the farmers having 
contracts with this factory.

The “take off” of 5 per cent a month 
has brought joy to its recipents, and it has 
been put about where it would do the most 
good. Quitea bit of it is said to be accessibie 
when the campaign begins in September. 
Its collection will in no wise preclude the in- 
terests usually expected to help out, from 
coming to the aid of the party just the same 
as in other campaigns: ‘It will probably be 
used more with an eye to Governor Tanner's 
political interests than the needs of the State 
committee proper. 


Assessment Not a Secret. 

This 6 per cent assessment has not been 
@ secret. Everybody in touch with the news 
of the capital knew it was being collected.

Now there goes up the 
cry that there were not doctors enough in 
Cuba; and yet we know that there were

TELLS OF CAPTURE OF GUAM. 


Lieutenant William Braunersreuther 
‘Writes to a Friend of the Bloodless 
Acquisition in the Pacific. 


Lieutenant William Braunersreuther, ex- 
ecutive officer of the cruiser Charleston, has 
written, a letter to Augustus Pollak of 
Wheeling, W. Va., giving some of the de- 
tails of the bloodless capture of Guam, the 
largest of the Ladrone Islands. The letter, 
which appeared recently in the New York 
Tribune, is as follows: 

„„U. 8. 8. Charleston, at sea, and 1,000 
miles from Manila, June 24, 1898.—We have 
just carried out our orders to capture the 
Spanish authorities at the capital of the 
Ladrone Islands, Agana. I was selected by 
the Captain to undertake this job, and given 
150 men to land with as a starter. I went 
ashore to have a talk with the Governor 
about affairs, and the results were that I 
did not lose even a single man. The mat- 
ter was all settled in one day, and we are 


carrying with us fifty-four soldiers (Span- 
ish) and six officers, besides a lot of Mauser 


rifles and nearly 10,000 rounds of ammuni- 
tiom. I had the whole to handle, and did it 
up quickly. The Captain's instructions were 
to wait a half hour for his answer to our 
ultimatum, then use my troops. I waited, 
and in just twenty-nine minutes the Gov- 
ernor handed me his sealed reply, addressed 
to the Captain of my ship out in the harbor, 
about four or five miles off. | 

“I knew this was sealed with the sole ob- 

ject of gaining time, and hence I broke the 
seal, read the contents, the Governor pro- 
testing, and saying that was a letter for 
my Captain. I replied: “I represent him 
here. You are now my prisoners, Sefiors, 
and wil) have to come on board ship with 
me.’ 
They protested and pleaded, and finally 
the Governor said: ‘ You came on shore to 
talk over matters, and you make us prison- 
ers instead.“ I :I came on shore to 
hand you a letter and to get your reply; in 
this reply now in my hand you agree to sur- 
render all under your jurisdiction. If this 
means anything at all, it means that you will 
accede to any demands I may deem proper 
to make. You will at once write an order 
for your military mamat Agana (the capital; 
this place was five miles distant), directing 
him to deliver at this place at 4 p. m. (it 
was 10:80 a. m., June 21) all ammunition and 
flage on the island, each soldier to bring his 
own rifle and ammunition, and all the sol- 
diers, native and Spanish, with their of- 
ficers, must witness this. 

“They protested and demurred, — 
this was not time enough to do it; but 
said: ‘ Sefiors, it must be done.’ 

The letter wae written, read by me, and 

sent. I took all the officers with me in a 
boat, and at 4 p. m. went ashore again and 
rounded in the whole outfit. I was three 
miles away from my troops, and hed only 
four men with me. At 4 p. m., when I dis- 
armed 108 men and two officers, I had forty- 
six men and three officers with me. 
The keynote to the whole business was 
my breaking the seal of that letter and 
acting at once. They had no time to delay: 
or prepare any treacherous tricks, and I 
got ‘the drop on the whole outfit, as they 
say out West. 

The native troops were released and al- 
lowed to return to their homes unrestricted; 
they had manifested great joy in being re- 
Meved from Spanish rule. While ft was harsh

While these expected losses will not 
enough to wipe out the Republican majority

‘TALK ON TUBERCULOSIS CURE. 


Health Board Conference at Detroit 
Agrees That It Is the Most 
tal Diseases. 

Detroit, Mich., Aug. 11.—The co ce 
of State and provincial Boards of Health 
closed its sessions today with discussions 
on tuberculosis in all its phases. The walle 
of the convention hall were liberally hung 
with maps showing that this insidious dis- 
ease has killed more people than any other 
affection. In this connection Dr. Hurty of 
Indiana, in discussing the economic phase 
of tuberculosis, said one-seventh ot all the 
deaths are caused by it. 

In the same connection William Balley of 
Kentucky declared that 1,200,000 people an- 
nually died from tuberculosjs, and said that 
if sanitarians were but given the opportunity 
to fight the disease the saving would easily 
pay the country’s pensions; that in two or 
three months the interruptions to commerce 
ore disease represented at least $100,- 


After tracing the tubercle bacilli from its 
origin to the height of its growth in man, the 
conference discussed means of prevention. 
Discussions on this point ranged from Care 
of Expectoration,” to “ State and Municipal 
Care of Consumption.” At the close of the 
discussion the conference elected the fol- 
lowing officers: Dr. Felix Formento of New 
Orleans, President; Dr. P. H. Bryce of Tor- 
onto, Vice President; Dr. J. N. Hurty of 
Indianapolis, Secretary; and Dr. Eleazor 
Pellitier of Quebec, Treasurer.

COUNTERFEITERS’-GANQ 
I$ BROKEN UP AND 
"PLANT CONFISCATED. 


‘Chief Wilkie of the Secret Service 
Department Pleased by the Ei- 
fective Work of Captain Porter 
and His Assistants, 


Captain Porter, assisted by United States 
Secret Service Agent Gallaher, Deputy 
United States Marshal Cope, and an alleged 
counterfeiter, unearthed a complete set of 
counterfeiter’s tools on Wednesday night 
in the swamps near Harvey. By the arrests 
which followed the government officials ſeel 
confident they have broken up an organized 
band of counterfeiters which has flooded the 
country with spurious dollars for many 
months. 

Secret service agents have been on the 
track of the leaders of the gang for almosta 
year, but it was not until Tuesday that a 
direct clew was secured. On that day the 
officials arrested Roland R. Ford and Will- 
lam R. Miller in Chicago. Gustave Miller 
was captured at Harvey on Wednesday night 
and yesterday morning James Hite, the al- 
leged leader of the gang, was taken into 
custody at Monroe and Dearborn streets. 


Shortly after his arrest Gustave Miller 
confessed and said the plant for making 


spurious coin was at Harvey. He said he re- 
ceived a letter last Sunday from his brother, 
William R. Miller, which informed him that 
they were su ted of the crime, and, as an 
extra precaution, the outfit would have to be 
hidden. He told the detectives that his con- 
federates were Roland R. Ford, William Mil- 
ler, and a man called Fat Jim,“ whose cor- 
rect name he did not know. The man was 
discovered afterwards to be James Hite. 

The detectives were led by Miller to a spot 
in the middle of a marsh about two miles 
from hie home, where the counterfeiting 
outfit and 100 spurious dollars wrapped in 
paper were found buried two feet beneath 
the surface of the ground. Notwithstarding 
the fact that the confiscated plant weighed 
more than a hundred pounds Miller shoul- 
dered it and the party set out for the railway 
station nearly two milesaway. Miller was 
brought to Chicago and placed in jail. 

Hite, when arrested, strenuously denied 
his guilt. He is stout, dressed well, and ap- 
pears to be about 40 yearsold. William R. 
Miller, who was rearrested yesterday, says 
that his life was blasted by Ford and Hite, 
and that he will make a full confession. He 
claims he paid Hite $100 to learn the art of 
producing spurious coins, and $50 additional 
to assist in buying a plant. 

The arrested men will appear before Unit- 
ed States Commissioner Pickard on Monday. 
Hite’s bail was fixed at $5,000 and that of ihe 
other prisoners at $2,000 each. The men 
wera unable to furnish bonds and were taken 
to jail. 

John E. Wilkie, chief of the secret service

Commissioner General Ferdinand W. Peck 

yesterday conferred with Congressman 
Cannon, chairman of the House Committee 
on Appropriations, relative to steps to be 
taken to secure an increase in the amount 
of the national appropriation for the United 
States Paris Exposition commission. An 
appropriation of $650,000 has been made by 
Congress, but the commission desires an 
additional grant of $450,000. 

“ Congressman Cannon,“ said Mr. Peck, 
“thought at first that the commission had 
enough funds, but admitted that he was 
open to conviction. I stated our needs to 
him and I think they appealed to him. The 
‘commission will be seriously hampered if it 
does not secure a larger appropriation, but 
I feel assured that the next Congress will 
appreciate the situation and remedy it.” 

The headquarters of the commission are 
to be in full operation in a few days and 
will remain in Chicago until the time comes 
to transfer them to Paris. The entire sec- 
ond floor of the Auditorium Building will 
be occupied on Monday.

The right has been granted onl? t 
those c ries whose ruler will visit Paris 
during the fair. It is hoped, however, that 
the difficulty may be evaded by the appoint- 
ment of the Vice President as the nation’s 
representative, 

Letters were sent from the commission to 
the Governors of all the States, asking their 
cobperation and authorizing them to extend 
to the manufacturers invitations to exhibit. 

Americans to Bid on Power. 

It is possible that the United States may 
furnish:the motive power, not alone for its 
own sections, but for those of many other 
nations. Companies in thie city have been 
invited to make proposals for the supply of 
power. Some unwillingness to comply has 
been expressed, however, on the ground that 
if they exhibit their improved dynamos and 
permit foreigners to see them in operation 
the ddvantages of their mechanism will be 
copied, and no compensation or sale result. 

The temporary headquarters of the com- 
mission in Paris will be the United States 
embassy. In his approaching trip Mr. Peck 
will be accompanied by his staff, his family, 
and tepresentatives of a number of the larger 
business interests Mr. Peck announced 
definitely that he and his party would sail 
on Sept. 3. 

The rest of the appointments for the force 
of the commission will not be made until 
after Mr. Peck's feturn in October. With 
the exception of Mr. Skiff no heads of de- 
partments have been selected.

fenders in front of the cars were of no value 

whatever, and that, in spite of the fact that 
they are now n active service in fully twenty 
cities of this country, they araimpracticable 
for the City of Chicago. 

“ Everything which means the expenditure 
of money by the street car companies seems 
to be deemed impracticable for this city. It 
ies the same oldcry. On the day Mr. Roach 
spoke so humorously of the ‘ridiculcus’ 
street car fenders accounts were published 
‘of the killing of two little boys—one by a 
Twelfth street car and the other by a Wells 
street cable train. In the last named acci- 
dent the boy noticed the car, but was 
unable to get out of the way before he was 
struck.. The motorman tried to stop the 
train, 4 was unable to do so before the 
wheels had passed over the boy’s legs. 


Not a Subject for Levity. 


“Is the daily killing of children in the 
streets of this city a matter of no conse- 
quence whatever and the providing of fend- 
ers in front of the cars to prevent them 
from running over people merely a joke? 
I do not think the parents and friends of 
the countless number of children who have 
lost their lives or who have been maimed 
for lifé by the cars will consider it in that 
light or regard such life-saving devices as 
failures when their own loved ones might 
have escaped death or serious injury had 
they been in use. 

J am grateful to Mr. Roach for having 
put basket fenders even on two of his cars, 
and would suggest that he be not discour- 
aged but continue to equip the others in 

the same way. Had fenders been on the 
Wells streets cars a child might be alive to- 
day who is now dead. 

J do not know whether the street car 
companies intend to observe the ordinance. 
Of course ft is in their power to resist the 
Council order indefinitely, as they can take 
the case into the courts and hang it up for 
a long time. But will the street car com- 
panies take the odium for sucha step? The 
people of this city and other cities believe 
‘the fenders save life. Other cities have 
curves in the tracks, hills, declivities, and 
all such things. Just why these curves 
should be an obstacle in Chicago is some- 
thing which can be understood only by the 
experts of the street car business. 

„ We know that death results from getting 
under the wheels. We have no statistics 
yet as to death from the use of the fenders. 
Those fenders which the North Side com- 
pany is trying now do not strike me as pos- 
segsing much value. They are evidently 
cheaply constructed. They are made of 
wire and can be easily punctured. I saw 
one with a hole init today. What is needed

There will be no watters or waitresses, 
On entering the building the people will 
receive a check according to the amount 
paid. They will then go to a horseshoe 
shaped counter in the center of the floor 
and on presenting the check will get their 
food and will carry it to a table. 

“There will be two rooms, one for wom- 
en and the other for men, each capable of 
holding 1,000. Each room will be fitted up in 
first-class style and will contain lavatories, 
a writing desk, etc. There will also be a 
labor bureau headquarters. 

“ We will be able to supply food to 10,000 
per day. The hours betweeen breakfast and 
the midday meal will be set aside for feed- 
ing poor children. Other branch establish- 
ments all over London will serve 2,000 peo- 
ple per day. 

Not the least important part of the 
scheme ig what I may call the outside de- 
partment, whereby poor people will be given 
facilities to take food to their homes, and 
invalids wil be supplied with beef tea. 
Three meals will be supplied daily, including 
Sundays.

Desire to Reduce Wages of 


Workers in Chicago-Virden 
Coal Mines,
